feet tielow and dying 
w ith in a few 
m inutes after his fall.

was not missed from his train until it 
reached G ettysburg when an engine 
was sent back and the search revealed 
the dead lindy lying 
far tieneath the 
trestle.

County was notified of the death of the 
man hut deemed an inquest

MAPLE LEAVES FALLING 


Norway and sugar m aple trees 
in 
various parts of the State are shedding 
th eir leaves and their owners have 
lieen unable to account for it 
They 
have tieen unable to find any of the 
usual 
bug* or 
insects that usually ' 
cause trees to drop th en 
'eaves and 
neither have they fouud any worms at 
work underground. 


State Zoologist .'Surface has lieen ask 
ed ab o u t the trouble by different |**i 
pie from widely separated part* of the 
State and is of the fie lief th a t the fall­ 
ing of the leaves com plained of is due 
to the clim atic conditions and not to 
aphis or other insect*. 


Prof .Surface** opinion is thut the 
hot dry weather 
follow ing 
the cool 
wet weather is to 
blame. 
The fiost 
way to stop the leaves from dropping, 
he says. is to dig the g ro u n d up about 
the trunk with a pick 
an d 
use some 
quick fertilizer like nitrate of 
sodr. 
T his should lie used in varying quail 
titim . accord mg to the size of the tree 
from half a | m>uuU to fou r )«miid* lie 
m g recoin mended.

Daughter-In-Law of Naval Academy 


Superintendent 
and 
Two 
Cadets 


Drowned In the Severn. 


Annapolis. 
Md., 
June 
30.—With 
everything to indicate that the young 
midshipmen met their death In a man­ 
ner befitting the best traditions of the 
American navy, the bodies of Sher­ 
man N. Nason, of Newport. R. I.; Gris- 
by E. Thomas, of Union Point, Ga., 
and Mrs. Joseph McC. Bowyer, daugh­ 
ter-in-law of Captain J. M. Bowyer, 
superintendent of the naval academy, 
were found. 
They were found close 
together, and there can be no doubt 
that the midshipmen lost their lives 
trying to save that of their compan­ 
ion. who could not swim, and who had 
probably gone off the shoal and into 
the deep wafer that is on the side of 
the bar. 
The place of the finding was about 
forty feet from the place where their 
cruft in which they went sailing had 
been at anchor. One of the launches 
puked up the body of Mrs. Bowyer 
with grappling lines. 
A few minutes 
later the bodies of Nason and Thomas 
were 
found 
almost 
simultaneously. 
They were about four feet apart and 
each about six feet from the body of 
Mrs. Bowyer. 
The closeness of all the bollies in­ 
dicated strongl> that they had gone 
down together, the slight separation 
being accounted for by the drifting 
with 
the 
tide. 
The circumstanced 
bear out exactly the theory that was 
most strongly held that Mrs. Bowyer 
had got into deep water and the mid­ 
shipmen had tried to save her life. 
Mrs. Bowyer could not swim and 
Thomas was a very poor swimmer. 
It 
is likely, however, that he did what 
he could and that Nason tried to help 
both. 
The result was the drowning 
of all three*. 
Whatever happened must 
have been very sudden. From the fact 
that the life preservers which were in 
the boat were not used, It is probable 
that all three were in swimming when 
the accident occurred, and there was 
no chance to get the life preservers 
out of the boat. 
The rifle squad, to which both Na 
ton and Thomas belonged, would have 
left for Wakefield, Mass., Tuesday, 
and the sail was the last the young 
men could have taken this season. 
They had given 
up the practice 
cruise to England and the Mediter­ 
ranean for the purpose of trying for 
the rifle team which will represent the 
naval 
academy 
In 
the 
national 
matches st Camp Perry, Ohio. 
The excursion which ended thus dis* 
atsrously began merrily. 
The mid 
shipmen and 
their fair companion 
were brimming over with high spirits 
when they left the boathouse mooring 
and endeavored to pursuade others to 
accompany them. They put out across 
the harbor, after announcing that they 
were going to anchor on the other 
side. Although the harbor was crowd­ 
ed with small craft, they were not 
seen after their departure, and it is 
not known whether they went down 
directly to the spot where the boat 
was found or whether they cruised 
around for a time. 
The accident has cast a damper on 
the entire city, for the victims were 
favorites in naval cl re lea 
Mrs. Bow­ 
yer has been living In Annapolis with 
ber fatherinlaw since the death of 
her husband. Joseph Bowyer, shortly 
before Captain Bowyer** assignment 
to the acederay. 
Her maiden name 
was Marie Dean.

Interstate 
Commerce 
Commistion 
Finds “Remarkable Rata Situation” 
and 
Charges 
Railroads’ 
Earnings 
Are Excessive. 


Washington. June 30. — Decision* 
were handed down by the Interstate 
commerce commission country wide In 
Importance. They affect freight rates 
both class and commodity—on all the 
transcontinental lines between the At 
lantic and Pacific oi earls. Extensive 
reductions were ordered. 
These decisions are of what are 
popular known as the Pacific coast 
cases, which were heard last autumn 
by the commission on its trip to the 
Pac ific coast and inter mountain ter­ 
ritory. 
The commission, realizing the im- 
portaoce of the cases, not only to the 
railroads but to the shipping public, 
prepared its opinions with great care. 
• Reductions In Every Instance. 
In every instance reductions in the 
rat) * complained of were made and in 
some instances they amounted to al 
most jo per cent. 
The commission found a remark 
able rate situation 
on 
the 
Pacific 
coast 
and even a more remarkable 
one in the inter mountain territory 
This was notably true of the rates to 
and from Spokane and Reno. 
The Spokane rate 
c a s e had been 
before the commission in one form or 
another for several years. Shippers of 
that city complained 
insistently of 
ratios on freight classes and commodi­ 
ties from eastern points of origin, be 
cause they were required to pay the 


P a c i f i c coast terminal rates, plus the 
lex al rates back to Spokane from those 
terminals, although the freight was 
discharged at Spokane on the western 
trip. 
Substantially the same conditions 
existed af Reno and other 
Nevada 
points, which had to pay the rates to 
San Francisco aud the back-haul local 
rates from San Francisco or Sacra 
mento to the point of ultimate desti­ 
nation. 
These local rates, in most instances, 
amounted to two fifths or more of 
the entire rate from eastern points of 
origin to Pacific coast terminals. 
No campiaint was made of the rates 
of the eastern lines between Atlantic 
ix>ints and Mississippi river transfers. 
Earnings of Roads Excessive. 
The decision in the case of the city 
of Spokane against the Northern Pa 
cl fie, Great Northern and other car 
riers was prepared by Commissioner 
Fronty 
It held that the earnings of the 
Northern Pacific and the Great North 
ern for the ten years preceding DHM 
"might fairly be 
termed 
excessive, 
and that reductions in revenues might 
therefore be made without violating 
* he constitutional rights of those com­ 
panies.” 
The defendant lines maintained that 
if material reductions were made the 
result would tie disastrous, in view 
of reductions that necessarily would 
have to be made elsewhere. 
In fixing the rates to Spokane the 
commission did not use Seattle rates 
as a standard, hut adjusted them ilium 
what it considered a reasonable basis 
taking into account that water conipe 
tltion at Spokane was not material. 
To proceed with caution the coni 
mission determined before making a 
final order to ascertain by an actual 
test the result of present and proposed 
new rates 
The carriers will be required, there 
fore, for July. August an i September 
to keep a detailed account showing the 
revenues accruing upon business act­ 
ually handled under present rates, and 
revenues which would have accrued 
had the rates prescribed by the com 
mission been in effect.
